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Conference  participants  create  a  new  cultural  vision 


More  than  200  Montanans,  including  individual  artists, 
educators  and  administrators,  participated  in  creating  a 
“Cultural  Vision  for  Montana”  during  the  Montana  Arts 
Council’s  Cultural  Congress  and  Rural 
Arts  Roundup. 

Under  the  guidance  of  facilitator 
Linda  Hall,  the  process  began  months 
prior  to  the  conferences  when  Hall 
conducted  telephone  interviews  with 
approximately  a  dozen  individuals  from 
the  Montana  arts  community,  representing 
a  wide  variety  of  opinions  and  needs. 

From  those  interviews,  five  key  questions 
were  developed  for  the  conferences’ 
visioning  session  which  was  broken  down 
into  15  groups  led  by  specially  trained 
facilitators. 

These  balanced  but  diverse  groups  then 
spent  several  hours  collecting  and 
synthesizing  data  based  on  the  five 


questions.  Once  that  synthesis  was  ratified  by  the 
facilitators,  assuring  that  nothing  of  significance  was  lost, 
the  exercise  was  turned  over  to  a  talented  group  of

High  Plains  Conference 
offers  opportunities 
for  regional  networking 

Ait  Beyond  Boundaries,  a  professional  development 
and  networking  conference  for  arts  staff,  volunteers  and 
artists  from  Montana,  Nebraska,  North  Dakota,  South 
Dakota  and  Wyoming,  will  be  in  Spearfisb,  South  Dakota, 
June  17-19.  The  theme  for  the  conference  is  “Cultivating 
the  Culture  of  the  High  Plains.” 

“The  Montana  Arts  Council  encourages  representatives 
of  Montana  arts  organizations  to  join  their  fellow 
Montanans  and  attend  this  highly  successful  and  well- 
attended  conference,”  said  Bill  Pratt,  MAC’S  director  of 
organizational  services.  “It  is  an  opportunity  to  learn  from 
resource  people  of  regional  and  national  note  and  to 
network  with  colleagues.  This  is  vitally  important  as  we 
struggle  to  maintain  an  arts  presence  in  the  sparsely 
populated  High  Plains  region.” 

This  year’s  conference  offers  tracks  for  professional 
development  and  national  arts  speakers  as  well  as  special 
performances  and  art  exhibitions. 

Professional  development  workshops  are  divided  into 
three  tracks;  Fundamentals  of  Arts  Management; 

Advanced  Management  and  Programming  (focusing  on 
cultural  tourism);  and  Special  Interest  Areas  of  Performing 
Arts,  Visual  Arts,  Arts  Education  and  Multiculturalism. 

National  speakers  include:  Diane  Mataraza,  director  of 
the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  Locals  Program; 

Alan  Brangman,  NEA  Design  Arts  Program  director,  and 
Jonathan  Katz,  executive  director  of  the  National 
Assembly  of  State  Arts  Agencies.  Featured  performer  and 
conference  opener  will  be  Kevin  Locke,  Native  American 
Hoop  Dancer  and  musician  from  Wakpala,  South  Dakota. 
Locke  is  a  recipient  of  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts  Heritage  Fellowship. 

Participants  will  also  enjoy  the  music  of  jazz  group 
“Straight,  No  Chaser”  and  local  Deadwood  performer 
Gordon  Pratt’s  one  man-show  “Seth  Bullock,  the  Spirit  of 
Deadwood.” 

While  at  the  conference,  participants  may  attend  a 
performance  of  “Nunsense”  at  the  historic  Matthews 
Opera  House  in  downtown  Spearfish.  Visual  arts  exhibits 
will  include  the  Termesphere  Gallery  featuring  the  work  of

Rat  Williams,  she  met  with 
and  listened  to  the  concerns  and  comments  from  Mon¬ 
tana  artists,  educators  and  administrators,  including 
separate  meetings  with  NEA  grant  recipients  and 
individuals  from  Montana's  Native  American  arts 
community.  Her  packed  schedule  also  included  an 
interview  with  a  local  television  station,  a  tour  of  the 
new  Missoula  Children's  Theatre  facility,  an  address  to 
participants  of  the  Cultural  Congress  and  Rural  Arts

Roundup  conferences,  and  a  reception  at  the  Missoula 
Museum  of  the  Arts. 

Ms.  Alexander,  who  plans  to  visit  all  50  states  by  the 
end  of  this  year,  made  Montana  her  23rd  state  to  visit 
since  she  began  serving  as  NEA  chairwoman  in  October 
1993.  In  her  travels  she  seeks  to  leant  how  the  arts  affect 
the  lives  of  area  citizens  and  to  explore  avenues  for 
strengthening  federal/-state/local  and  public  private 
partnerships  for  the  arts. 

"We  have  a  lot  of  work  to  do  to  convince  our 
communities  that  the  arts  matter,  that  arts  change  lives, 
that  the  arts  are  in  fact  for  everyone,"  she  said  in  her 
conference  address.  "I  ask  for  you  to  be  mote  than  artists 
and  administrators.  I  ask  you  to  be  patriots  for  the  arts  in 
your  community."

Committee  for  this  process  (see  related  article  in 


Cultural  Trust 
shortfall  affects 
1994-95  grants 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
Cultural  and  Aesthetics  Projects  granting 
process,  estimated  interest  earnings  from  the 
Cultural  Trust  have  fallen  below  originally 
projected  revenues,  a  situation  that  is  impacting 
organizations  who  received  funding  during  the 
1994-1995  granting  period. 

Based  on  updated  calculations  by  the 
Legislative  Fiscal  Analyst  and  the  Board  of 
Investments,  projected  revenues  are  estimated 
to  be  reduced  by  a  net  of  26.68  percent,  or 
$380,000  below  the  original  projection  made  in 
November  1992.  The  shortfall  is  due  to 
declining  interest  rates,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent, 
reduction  in  short-term  gains.  Projected 
revenues  in  November  1992  were  based  on  the 
then-current  9.48  percent  interest  rate.  Current 
projections  are  based  on  a  7.2  percent  interest 
rate. 

The  law  states  that  should  a  shortfall  exist, 
grants  are  to  be  cut  on  a  pro  rata  basis. 

The  law  does  not  require  that  the  Montana 
Arts  Council  make  any  cuts  to  its  budget; 
however,  the  Council  voted  during  its  meeting 
at  the  Cultural  Congress  to  share  in  the  cuts. 

“We’re  especially  sensitive  to  the  fact  that 
(he  folklife  director  position  is  funded  fully  and 
the  rural  arts  specialist  position  is  funded 
partially  from  the  Cultural  Trust,”  said  Arlynn 
Fishbaugh,  executive  director  of  the  Montana 
Arts  Council.  “The  Council  did  not  feel  it 
would  be  fair  to  forgo  any  cuts  at  the  expense 
of  grant  recipients  absorbing  that  share.”  As  a 
result,  the  Arts  Council  will  make  reductions  of 
$72,236  to  its  biennial  budget  which  also 
includes  cuts  toward  its  share  of  administrative 
costs.

WESTAF  Board  Meeting 

Immediately  after  the  Cultural  Congress/Rural 
Arts  Roundup,  I  attended  a  Board  of  Trustees 
meeting  for  the  Western  States  Arts  Federation  in 
Santa  Fe.  WESTAF  has  gone  through  a 
“visioning”  process  as  well,  and  the  two 
committees  on  which  I  serve — Technical 
Assistance  and  the  Performing  Arts  Tour — are 
undergoing  a  great  deal  of  analysis  vis-a-vis 
meeting  the  needs  of  the  field. 

The  Montana  Arts  Council  pays  a  yearly 
membership  fee  to  WESTAF,  and  in  return 
WESTAF  offers  fee  support  for  performing  arts 
touring,  individual  artists  fellowships,  Book 
Awards  and  a  wide  variety  of  services  to  Montana 
and  the  1 1  other  western  states.  You  see  grant 
awards  made  by  WESTAF  printed  in 
ArtistSearch,  but  it’s  valuable  to  note  that  in 
FY’93  Montana’s  return  on  investment  in  this 
organization  was  335  percent.  Direct  benefits  of 


$67,553  were  realized  by  organizations  and 
artists  for  Montana’s  membership  fee  of  $20,190.

Those  of  you  who  participated 
in  the  Cultural  Congress/Rural  Arts  Roundup — 
and  those  who  were  not  able  to  attend  but  have 
communicated  your  thoughts  to  me  and  the  staff 
here — your  well-reasoned  input  and  your  own 
continual  drive  and  energy,  not  to  mention  your 
impressive  creadve  energies,  have  made  the  job 
this  agency  faces  in  the  future  an  invigorating  and 
intriguing  prospect  New  avenues  must  be 
explored  in  the  hunt  for  support  priorities  re¬ 
examined  to  ensure  we’re  responsive,  positions 
strengthened  and  new  partners  brought  into  the 
picture.  We’re  certainly  looking  forward  to  rising 
to  that  challenge.

Cultural  and  Aesthetics  grant 
applications  available  in  May 


Montana  Cultural  Trust  grant  applications  for 
the  1996-97  biennium  will  be  available  from  the 
Montana  Arts  Council  in  May.  Applications  will 
automatically  be  mailed  to  organizations  who 
have  applied  in  the  past. 

Grants  are  available  in  the  following 
categories: 

•  Special  Projects  that  include  events  of 
limited  duration,  planned  expansions  of 
organizations  and  projects  that  generate  new 
sources  of  revenue.  A  simplified  application  form 
is  available  to  volunteer  groups  or  ones  that 
employ  no  more  than  one  person,  half-time; 

•  Operational  Support,  available  to  a  limited 
number  of  organizations  that  meet  specific 
criteria; 

•  Capital  Expenditures  for  construction  or 
renovation  of  facilities,  historic  preservation  or  the 
purchase  of  art  or  artifacts;  and 

•  Challenge  Grants  for  the  development  of 
permanent  endowments  that  will  provide  ongoing 
revenue  for  arts  or  cultural  organizations. 

Also,  a  new  opportunity  exists  this  granting 
period  for  a  regrant  program  to  serve  all-volunteer 
or  minimally  staffed  cultural  groups  in  small  rural 
communities.  It  is  anticipated  that  these 
applications  will  generally  be  submitted  by 
statewide  cultural  service  organizations.  Each 
regrant  made  to  applicants  in  rural  communities 
would  be  limited  to  a  maximum  of  $2,500  and 
may  fund  only  special  projects  and  small  capital 
expenditure  projects.  Regrants  will  need  to  be 
matched  on  the  local  level.  Organizations 
administering  the  regrant  program  are  encouraged 
to  leverage  additional  sources  of  funds  to  match 
the  Cultural  Trust  grant. 

Organizations  interested  in  establishing  a 
regrant  program  would  need  to  describe  in  their 
Cultural  Trust  application: 

1.  a  specific  purpose  for  the  grant  program, 

2.  an  application  procedure  including 

guidelines  and  review  criteria, 

3.  a  review  process,  and 


4.  an  evaluation  process. 

They  must  also  demonstrate  an  ability  to 
administer  the  application  and  review  process. 

It  is  anticipated  that  either  professional  salaried 
staff  or  contracted  service  personnel  will  be 
necessary  to  adequately  administer  a  regrant 
program.  The  cost  of  administering  any 
regranting  program  may  not  exceed  10  percent 
of  regranted  funds.  Council  staff  will  be 
available  to  provide  technical  assistance. 

Due  to  declining  interest  rates,  Cultural 
Trust  grant  funds  for  the  biennium  are  projected 
to  be  approximately  $850,000,  compared  with 
the  $1.3  million  originally  granted  during  the 
1994-95  biennium.  This  means  competition  for 
funding  will  be  more  fierce  than  in  the  past. 

The  grant  period  runs  from  July  1,  1995 
through  June  30,  1997.  A  citizens’  advisory 
committee  will  review  proposed  projects  and 
make  funding  recommendations  to  the  1995 
legislature,  which  will  make  final  decisions  on 
all  Cultural  and  Aesthetic  Project  grants.

Despite  not  being  able  to  sell  C.M.  Russell's 
"The  Exalted  Ruler,”  the  C.M.  Russell  Art 
Auction  in  Great  Falls,  March  18  &  19,  managed 
to  set  a  new  record  of  $503,750.  The  event  is  an 
annual  fundraiser  for  the  Russell  Museum. 

Coinciding  with  the  Russell  Auction  in  Great 
Falls  was  the  Native  American  Arts 
Association's  12th  annual  show.  King  Kuka  of 
Great  Falls  took  best  of  show  with  his  painting 
"We  With  Heart  and  Spirit.”  People's  choice 
award  went  to  Bruce  Contway  of  Bozeman  for 
bronze  sculpture  "Knight  Horse."  Blackfeet  artist 
Francis  Wall  took  the  artist's  choice  award  with 
his  steel  sculpture  "Fancy  Dancer.” 

More  than  500  people  attended  the 
Yellowstone  Art  Center’s  26th  Annual  Art 
Auction,  March  4-5,  in  Billings.  The  event  set  a 
new  record  by  raising  $63,600.  One  of  the 
reasons  for  this  year's  great  success  was  that  29 
of  the  135  pieces  auctioned  were  donated.  Of  the 
94  artists  represented,  62  were  from  Montana. 

The  works  of  six  Montana  artists  are  now  on 
display  at  the  Governor's  Mansion  in  Helena. 
Artrsts  include:  Dwight  B.  Billedeaux  of  Ronan; 
Barbara  Gerard  Mitchell  of  Roundup;  Malcom

Rural  communities 
relish  writers'  visits 

Some  of  Montana’s  best  writers  have  been 
enhancing  the  lives  of  students  and  adults  in  five 
rural  communities  through  a  regional  project 
entitled  ‘Tumble words.” 

The  project  which  is  running  concurrently  in 
eight  contiguous  western  states,  is  the  brainchild 
of  the  Western  State  Arts  Federation  with  support 
from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  and  the 
Lila  Wallace-Reader’s  Digest  Fund.  Tumblewords 
is  designed  to  bring  more  exposure  to  accom¬ 
plished  writers  and  their  work  in  underserved, 
rural  communities.  The  longer  range  goal  is  to 
help  build  new  audiences  and  a  long-lasting 
appreciation  of  this  art  from  in  these  communities. 

The  criteria  for  choosing  the  communities 
included  a  median-to-low  population,  a  strong 
interest  in  the  written  word  and  a  limited  access  to 
the  arts.  Anaconda/Phillipsburg,  Circle,  Glasgow, 
Chester  and  Lodge  Grass/Crow  Agency  were  the 
communities  selected  by  the  Montana  Arts 
Council  for  the  program. 

An  impressive  roster  of  writers  was  selected 
from  those  who  have  received  national  and/or 
state  awards  or  have  been  published  by  a  national 
printing  house.  Writers  who  were  selected  by  the 
communities  for  visits  between  November  1993 
and  May  1994  were:  Peter  Fong  of  Florence;  BJ. 
Buckley  of  Lolo;  Lowell  Jaeger  and  Paul  Zalis  of 
Bigfork;  Pete  Fromm  of  Great  Falls;  Debra 
Earling  of  Poison;  Phil  Condon  and  Ripley  Hugo 
of  Missoula;  Ed  Lahey  of  Anaconda;  and  Ruth 
Rudner  of  Bozeman. 

“The  residencies  were  planned  to  reflect  each 
community’s  specific  interests,”  said  Corby 
Skinner,  Tumblewords  coordinator  and  director  of 
The  Writer’s  Voice  Project  in  Billings.  “Most 
consisted  of  a  public  reading,  a  workshop  at  a 
school  or  a  senior  center  and  a  luncheon  or 
breakfast  meeting.” 

Poet  Lowell  Jaeger’s  visit  to  the  ranch 
community  of  Circle  was  particularly  well 
received.  “Mr.  Jaeger  literally  showed  them  how 
to  take  ordinary  events  of  their  lives  and  build  it 
into  a  poem.  His  coming  gave  both  the  students 
and  the  adults  a  real  understanding  of  poetry, 
something  1  don’t  think  any  of  us  had  ever  had 
before,”  said  coordinator  Wanda  Rosseland. 

As  a  direct  result  of  the  meeting,  a  writers' 
group  has  been  formed  in  Circle.  “It  would  have 
never  happened  without  the  catalyst  of 
Tumblewords,”  Rosseland  said.  “We  have  found 
that  we  have  more  interest  in  writing  than  we 
knew  about  before,  and  we  are  taking  measure  to 
cultivate  it” 

Pending  financial  support,  the  Montana  Arts 
Council  will  solicit  writers  and  communities  to 
participate  in  next  year’s  program.  “The 
popularity  of  the  program  has  prompted  strong 
interest  from  many  other  communities,”  Skinner 
said.  “We  hope  to  find  regional  funding  to 
continue  Tumblewords  beyond  this  first  season.”

Rural  Network  News

Any  arts  conference  worth  its  salt  will  present 
the  participants  with  the  dreaded  conference 
evaluation  form  on  the  final  day.  And,  the  Rural 
Arts  Roundup  and  Cultural  Congress 
conferences  were  no  different.  1  say  "dreaded" 
because  at  all  the  conferences  1  have  attended,  I 
have  yet  to  hear  anyone  say  they  can’t  wait  for 
the  conference  evaluation  to  come  around  so 
they  can  joyfully  articulate  what  they  liked, 
didn’t  like,  felt,  didn’t  feel,  saw,  didn’t  see,  ate, 
didn’t  eat,  did,  didn’t  do.  “Thank  God  I  didn’t  eat 
that  and  didn’t  do  that!” 

Despite  the  fact  that  conference  evaluations 
are  invaluable  to  those  who  put  on  the  event,  it's 
not  always  easy  getting  participants  to  attend  the 
final  day  of  a  conference  and  partake  in  this 
process.  Knowing  this,  the  Montana  Arts  Council 
dangled  the  carrot,  so  to  speak,  in  the  form  of 
giving  away  prizes.  This  was  done  for  two 
reasons.  One  reason  was  simply  to  have  fun.  The 
other  reason  was  to  obtain  feedback  from  the 
conference  attendees  so  that  we  may  better 
understand  the  desires  and  needs  of  our 
constituents  for  future  conferences.

Thank  you  for  sticking  around  and 
congratulations  to  all  of  you  who  won  prizes! 

Here  are  few  of  the  comments  that  appeared  (at 
least  once)  on  you  evaluations: 

•  you  want  diverse  panelists  and  topics; 

•  you  went  home  feeling  more  enthusiastic  and 
competent; 

•  starting  the  conference  on  Thursday  made  it  too 
long  for  you  to  be  gone; 

•  you  want  more  Native  American  involvement; 

•  you  liked  the  skills  sessions,  but  want  them  to  be 
longer. 

One  session  you  would  like  to  see  next  year  is 
working  with  local  governments  and  chambers  of 
commerce,  as  well  as  more  in  depth  skill  sessions 
on  grant  writing,  funding  possibilities,  board 
development  and  partnerships. 

We  are  delighted  that  most  of  you  felt  you  had 
enough  free  time  to  interact  and  network  with 
peers  (this  proved  to  be  a  problem  at  our  first 
conference  in  Lewistown  last  year). 

The  location  of  the  1995  Rural  Arts  Roundup 
was  also  mentioned  by  many.

Evaluations  and  mission  statements  go  hand-in-hand 


The  following  is  reprinted  from  the  Colorado 
Consortium  of  Community  Arts  Councils’  State 
of  the  Arts ,  Winter  1994.

Evaluation  is  one  of  those  words  that  strikes 
terror  into  the  heart.  It  conjures  up  surveys, 
statisticians,  clipboards,  and  basically,  “doing 
something  to  keep  the  funder  happy.” 

I’m  sorry  about  that,  because  it  isn’t  so. 
Conceptually,  it  isn’t  that  difficult;  and  it  should 
be  a  creative  and  stimulating  process,  especially 
for  arts  folk. 

If  we  mutter  and  clench  our  teeth  when  we 
get  to  the  dreaded  “evaluation  question,”  it’s  our 
loss.  And  sometimes,  I  think  it’s  our  way  of 
avoiding  the  real  truth  of  the  issue:  that  we  aren’t 
clear  about  what  we’re  trying  to  do  in  the  first 
place. 

We’ve  heard  it:  that  “evaluation”  and 
“mission”  are  two  sides  of  the  same  coin.  But 
it’s  true.  In  our  mission  statements,  we  say  what 
situation  we  want  to  change,  what  good  effect  we 
want  to  attain,  as  a  result  of  our  work. 

Evaluation  asks:  in  these  terms,  did  anything 
change?  Was  that  good  effect  attained? 

Now  the  problem  is,  if  we  can’t  say  what 
we’re  trying  to  do,  then  all  the  statistics  and 
observations  in  the  world  won’t  help  us  conclude 
a  thing. 

Most  of  our  “mission  statements”  are  pretty 
useless.  We  use  words  that  sound  good,  but 
don’t  mean  anything.  I  don’t  have  a  clue  what 
these  words  mean  any  more:  coordinate, 
enhance,  educate,  expand,  livability,  quality  of 
life,  develop,  infrastructure,  diversity,  access. 

Yet  our  mission  statements  are  laden  with  them. 

And  if  we  don’t  know,  in  tangible  terms,  what 


they  mean,  how  will  we  recognize  them  if  we  “get 
there?”  How  would  I  be  able  to  tell  if  Otis  is  any 
more  “livable”  than  it  was?  How  could  I  tell 
whether  the  “quality  of  life”  in  Naturita  had 
changed  any?  How  could  I  tell  if  appreciation  of 
the  arts  was  “enhanced”  in  Kremmling?  These 
words  beg  issues,  obfuscate  disagreement,  do 
nothing  more  than  buy  us  a  little  time.  Recently,  I 
was  speaking  with  someone  whose  LAC’s 
mission  statement  was  about  quality  of  life.  I 
asked:  what  does  “quality  of  life”  mean  to  the 
person  on  the  street  in  your  community?”  I  was 
told,  “Well,  to  some  people,  it  means  having  a 
Target  (store)  because  of  lower  prices.  But,  come 
to  think  of  it,  to  others  it  means  not  having  a 
Target  because  it  connotes  local  folks  having  to 
go  out  of  business.  You  know,  in  this  community, 
‘quality  of  life’  is  used  by  everyone  to  mean 
everything.  It  expresses  no  point  of  view  at  all!” 

Now,  if  our  purpose  isn’t  clear,  how  can  we 
possibly  know  whether  we’re  making  any 
difference?  And  if  we’re  not  making  any 
difference,  why  should  we  expect  people  to 
donate  time  and  money  to  us?  There  are  internal 
matters,  too.  Inability  to  say,  “yes,  we  are  making 
a  difference”  is  a  guaranteed  route  to  certain, 
absolute  burnout  Why  should  committed  board 
and  staff  stick  around? 

So  we  need  to  do  two  things.  First  we  need  to 
ruthlessly  strike  every  single  one  of  these  words 
and  phrases  from  our  purpose  statements,  and  start 
again  to  say  clearly  what  we  mean. 

Next  does  our  mission  statement  (or  whatever 
we  choose  to  call  our  articulated  “belief 
statement”)  just  outline  activities,  or  does  it  pass 
the  “so  what”  test?  If  our  “purpose”  is,  for 
instance,  “to  educate  people  about  the  arts,”  or 
even,  “to  provide  music  for  middle  school 


students,”  I  would  have  to  say,  “So  what?”  This 
suggests  activities,  but  certainly  tells  me  nothing 
about  why  people  should  be  “educated,”  about 
why  middle  school  kids  will  be  different  because 
of  music  in  their  lives,  and  frankly,  there  are  real 
issues  out  there  that  I’ll  give  my  time  and  money 
to.”  It’s  this  kind  of  thing  that  gives  us  the  elitist 
image  that  we  too  often  have.  By  just  outlining  a 
plan  of  activity,  we  make  ourselves  pretty 
peripheral.  When  kids  are  dying,  when  people 
need  shelter,  when  our  banks  are  bought  by 
groups  in  Chicago,  why  should  anyone  give  a  fig 
about  whether  we  are  “coordinating”  the  arts? 

So  this  is  my  plea,  and  yes,  it  is  a  plea.  By 
and  large,  our  “mission  statements”  are  lousy. 

We  need  to  talk  about  why  we  do  what  we  do: 
using  the  “so  what"  test  And  we  need  to  paint 
pictures.  Talk  about  what  some  stranger  might 
see  or  experience  if  she  visited  our  town  in  five 
years,  as  a  result  of  our  work.  And  then  see 
whether  that  is  what  our  purpose  statement  says, 
clearly  and  powerfully. 

Keep  that  list  of  things  the  stranger  would 
see.  That  is  the  list  of  things  by  which  we  will 
see  our  progress.  We’ll  know  what  to  look  for  as 
we  go  along:  what  stories,  sounds,  sights,  and 
sometimes  numbers  we  want  to  gather  for 
ourselves,  our  members,  our  funders,  our 
communities.  It’s  odd  bits  of  evidence  which, 
taken  as  a  whole,  say,  “yes,  we  are  indeed 
making  a  difference  in  this  place.” 

That’s  the  evaluation.  Not  an  exercise  for 
“them,”  but  creating  a  yardstick  for  ourselves. 
Our  tax-exempt  or  public  status  places  us  in  the 
community’s  trust;  let  us  honor  that.

It  was  good  to  see  all  of 
you  at  the  Council’s  gala 
four-day  event  in  Missoula 
and  I  only  regret  that  I 
didn’t  have  a  chance  to 
spend  more  time  with 
folks.  I  find  that  when  a 
person  has  responsibilities  for  helping  to  keep 
things  running  smoothly,  you  don’t  get  a  chance 
to  participate  in  as  many  sessions  or  visit  with  as 
many  participants  as  you’d  like.  But  by  all 
reports,  most  folks  found  it  enjoyable  and 
informative. 

I’U  be  spending  the  next  six  weeks 
processing  the  MAC  Grants  to  Organizations 
applications,  rounding  up  panel  members  and 
getting  the  Cultural  Trust  application  printed. 

The  Council’s  grants  panels  meet  in  mid-June 
and  then  it  is  off  to  Spearfish,  South  Dakota,  to 
participate  in  Art  Beyond  Boundaries.  I  plan  to 
take  the  last  two  weeks  in  June  off,  but  will  be  in 
the  office  during  July  to  answer  your  questions 
about  your  Cultural  Trust  applications. 

I  recently  had  an  opportunity  to  serve  on  the 
multidisciplinary  grants  panel  for  the  South 
Dakota  Arts  Council.  There  are  many 
similarities  and  differences  between  the  arts 
organizations  in  Montana  and  South  Dakota,  but 
one  thing  I  noticed  was  the  great  number  of 
community  theatres  in  small  communities  — 
often  with  fairly  large  budgets.  South  Dakota 
appears  to  also  have  many  staffed  arts  councils, 
some  of  which  manage  facilities,  while  Montana 
chooses  to  establish  a  network  of  visual  art 
centers.  South  Dakota  has  also  been  putting  a 
lot  of  energy  into  working  with  its  Indian 
communities.  One  of  the  neat  projects  they  are 
involved  in  is  called  the  Oyate  Trail  which  is  a 
tourism  route  that  links  many  reservation 
communities.  Our  grants  panels  reviewed  some 
applications  for  projects  to  link  the  Trail,  Indian 
communities  and  local  arts  organizations.  It  will 


be  interesting  to  see  how  the  project  develops. 

In  April  it  is  on  to  North  Dakota  to  serve  on  a 
grants  panel  for  its  state  arts  council.

Other  education  in  arts  projects 

The  Arts  Education  through  Tribal 
Colleges  Project  held  a  conference  in  Great  Falls 
in  February.  Wilma  Simon  Matte,  the  project 
coordinator,  gathered  a  diverse  group  of  speakers 
to  discuss  the  impact  of  arts  on  their  lives.  Four 
representatives  from  Dull  Knife  Memorial 
College,  Stone  Child  College,  Blackfeet 
Community  College,  and  Salish  Kootenai  College 
shared  information  about  the  arts  education 
projects  in  their  communities.  Due  to  a  major 
blizzard  across  the  state,  three  tribal  colleges  were 


not  able  to  attend.  Wilma  will  be  contacting  all 
the  communities  in  the  seven  tribal  college 
locations  encouraging  them  to  plan  projects  to 
enhance  arts  education  in  their  communities. 

In  March,  the  Signatures  from  the  Big  Sky 
selection  committee  chose  student’s  art  and 
creative  writings  for  that  magazine.  The  AiS/C 
creative  writing  residencies  will  have  about  30 
pages  in  this  publication.  Ripley  Hugo  and  David 
Cates  chose  the  entries  for  AiS/C  selection. 
Shirley  Olson  is  the  coordinator  of  this  magazine 
and  her  love  for  the  project  is  evident  in  all 
aspects  of  the  publication. 

The  Spring  All  Arts  Event,  a  yearly  series  of 
creative  workshops  for  rural  teachers  was  held  in 
Miles  City  on  April  10-12.  The  Rural  Education 
Center  at  Western  Montana  College,  the  Montana 
Office  of  Public  Instruction,  the  Montana 
Alliance  for  Arts  Education  and  the  Montana  Arts 
Council  sponsored  this  event.  Twenty-four  rural 
teachers  from  around  the  state  attended  this  year's 
workshops.  Presenters  included  Ian  Elliot 
(theatre),  Claudette  Morton  (assessment),  Ede 
Reno  (visual  arts),  Ruth  Rudner  (creative 
writing),  Julie  Smith  (state  education)  and  Bess 
Snyder  (dance). 

First  Book  Award 

At  this  date,  nineteen  1994  Fust  Book  Award 
entries  have  been  submitted.  The  copies  of  the 
manuscripts  will  be  mailed  to  the  judges  in  late 
May.  The  winner  of  1994-95  First  Book  Award 
will  be  announced  in  early  fall. 

Fellowships 

The  deadline  for  the  Montana  Arts  Council 
Individual  Artist  Fellowships  is  May  2.  The 
fellowships  selection  panel  will  convene  in 
Helena  on  June  10-12.  We  encourage  artists  who 
have  applied  for  a  fellowship  or  who  plan  to 
apply  for  a  fellowship  in  the  future  to  come  and 
observe  the  selection  process.  It  is  an  excellent 
way  to  experience  first-hand  how  the  panel 
evaluates  the  different  entries.  Visitors  are 
welcomed  to  sit  through  the  evaluation  process, 
but  they  may  not  identify  themselves  or  address 
remarks  or  questions  to  the  panel. 


The  MAC  fellowship  application  asks  artists 
to  include  an  artist's  statement.  What  are 
some  suggestions  for  writing  an  effective 
artist's  statement?

An  artist’s  statement  is  a  brief  narrative  by 
the  artist  that  describes  the  body  of  work  and  its 
meaning.  Unlike  the  resume,  which  details  an 
objective  career  history  and  professional 
accomplishments,  a  statement  is  the  place  for 
each  artist  to  express  verbally  his  or  her  artistic 
vision. 

It  may  seem  that  creating  a  visual  art 
medium  makes  verbal  expression  gratuitous, 
that  the  work  should  speak  for  itself.  In  fact, 
one  of  the  best  people  to  describe  an  artist’s 
work  is  the  artist  For  instance,  when  a 
statement  is  incorporated  into  an  exhibition 
catalog  or  press  release  it  enables  the  reader  to 
appreciate  the  work  from  a  unique  perspective: 
that  of  the  artist 

The  ability  to  write  a  statement  is  a 
professional  skill.  It  demonstrates  that  you 
know  your  work  and  its  context  and  you  can 
communicate  that  clearly.  Writing  a  statement 
can  have  personal  benefits  as  well,  by 
confirming  or  revealing  your  own  goals  and 
insights. 

Some  artists  have  found  it  valuable  to  check 
diary  or  journal  entries  for  concepts  and  phrases 
to  incorporate  in  their  statements.  If  writing  is 


difficult  for  you,  it  sometimes  helps  to  jot  down 
all  ideas  that  occur  to  you  about  your  work 
during  the  day  or  while  in  conversation  with 
someone  else.  When  you  sit  down  to  write  your 
statement,  use  your  notes  as  a  guide  and  then 
begin  to  organize  your  ideas  into  a  clear 
statement 

There  are  no  prescribed  formulas  for  writing 
your  artistic  statement.  Just  as  each  artist  will 
have  his  or  her  own  personal  aesthetic  approach 
to  creating  a  work  of  art,  each  artist  should  find 
his/her  own  voice  in  order  to  express  verbally 
what  the  artwork  is  all  about. 

The  following  outline  provides  some 
suggestions — what  to  include  and  what  to  avoid 
or  leave  out — to  assist  you  in  constructing  your 
artist’s  statement. 

I.  Elements  of  a  Statement 

A.  Why:  Discuss  your  outlook,  i.e.,  your 
vision,  insights  or  philosophy.  Explain 
why  you  do  what  you  do  and  what  it’s  all 
about. 

B.  What  is  it 

1.  Medium  (paintings,  prints,  jewelry, 
sculpture,  etc.) 

2.  Style  (be  specific  and  descriptive) 

C.  How 

1.  Technique  or  method 

2.  Relate  technique  and  style  to  your 
medium 

3.  Relate  technique  and  style  to  your 
vision  or  philosophy 

n.  Construction  of  a  statement 

A.  Honesty 

1.  Avoid  being  pompous 


2.  Do  not  use  grandiose  and  empty 
expressions 

3.  Make  it  singular,  not  general;  it  should 
reflect  you. 

B.  Clarity  and  Directness 

1.  Avoid  being  too  technical  or  too 
simplified 

2.  Avoid  the  use  of  jargon  or  cliche 

C.  Length 

1.  One  typewritten  page  or  two  paragraphs 

2.  Eliminate  unnecessary  discussions  and 
explanations 

3.  Be  concise  and  to  the  point 

D.  Style 

1.  Try  to  capture  your  own  speaking  voice 

2.  Avoid  repetition  and  phrases 

3.  Vary  the  sentence  structure  and  length. 
The  length  of  sentence  should  relate  to 
the  complexity  of  the  idea. 

4.  Organization  of  detail  is  important. 
Significant  ideas  should  be  at  the  end 
of  each  sentence  for  emphasis. 

HI.  Suggestions  to  get  started 

It  may  be  a  good  idea  to  build  up  to  the 
writing  of  your  statement  by  completing  some 
writing  exercises.  Begin  by  writing  a  three-  to 
twenty-word  description  of  your  work.  Build  this 
into  a  three-  to  five-sentence  description.  Ask 
one  or  two  people  familiar  with  your  work  to 
evaluate  your  description.  Get  their  feedback  and 
unique  responses  to  your  work.  When  you  are 
ready,  combine  your  earlier  writings  and 
incorporate  others’  feedback  into  the  final 
version  of  your  artist’s  statement.

Oh,  sure,  we’d  give  advice  to  them;  Or  tell’em  how  it’s  done 
If  they  busted  out  and  asked  real  nice.  I  pulled  a  cinch  fer  one 
To  keep  her  saddle  top  side,  maybe  save  a  boogered  horse. 

I  never  did  it  for  the  dude  but  she  never  knowed  of  course. 

Once  a  greenhorn  from  New  Jersey  helped  pack  water  to  our  camp.

Lance  Boyd,  Music 


Although  it's  Lance  Boyd’s  outstanding  work  as  a  jazz  trombonist  that  earned  him  a  Montana 
Arts  Council  Fellowship,  it's  his  work  as  a  jazz  educator  that  he's  most  eager  to  acknowledge. 

"As  a  jazz  educator,  I  have  spent  the  last  24  years  building  a  jazz  program  that  has  developed 
into  a  dynamic  force  at  the  University  of  Montana,  as  well  as  throughout  western  Montana,"  he 
said.  Boyd  first  began  playing  music  in  the  5th  grade.  "My  mother  told  me  I  was  going  to  play 
the  trombone,"  he  said.  And  so  he  did.  He  went  on  to  earn  a  music  education  degree  and  an 
master  of  fine  arts  degree  with  a  trombone  emphasis  from  the  University  of  Minnesota 
He  then  opted  to  travel  to  Missoula  to  complete  his  doctoral  course  work  in  education  at 
University  of  Montana,  which  he  did  in  1970.  Boyd  stayed  on  at  the  university  as  a  part-time 
instructor  of  music,  and  24  years  later,  he  still  remains  at  U  of  M,  where,  as  a  professor  of  music, 
he  serves  as  director  for  three  jazz  bands,  and  instructs  jazz  theory  and  improvisation,  jazz  history 
and  low  brass  (trombone,  euphonium,  tuba). 

In  addition  to  his  teaching  responsibilities,  Boyd  has  played  an  instrumental  role  in  the 
success  of  the  annual  U  of  M  Jazz  Festival.  Now  in  the  festival's  14th  year,  Boyd  has  been  an 
organizer  of  it  since  its  beginning.  The  festival  features  world-class  jazz  artists  that  perform  for 
enthusiastic  audiences  that  average  600  per  concert.  "We  have  also  brought  in  well-known  jazz 
clinicians  that  have  adjudicated  and  worked  with  high  school  jazz  bands  from  Montana, 

Wyoming,  Washington,  Idaho,  North  Dakota  and  Alberta,  Canada,"  he  said. 

Receiving  the  MAC  fellowship  has  allowed  him  to  purchase  a  digital  sound  processor  and  he 
also  has  plans  to  visit  New  Orleans  in  the  near  future  where  he  will  take  in  some  live  jazz. 


Donna  Gans,  Visual  Art

To  see  a  black  and  white  reproduction  of  Donna  Gans's  paintings, 
like  the  one  below,  is  like  eating  food  and  not  experiencing  the  flavor. 

In  her  paintings,  often  referred  to  as  "thick  and  crusty,"  she 
masterfully  utilizes  heavy  texture  in  a  range  of  metallic  colors  to  evoke 
the  Western  landscape  in  its  many  forms. 

As  with  most  artists,  Gans's  work  is  a  synthesis  of  her  life.  Bom  in 
Brooklyn,  New  York,  she  earned  her  MFA  in  painting  and  sculpture 
from  the  Pratt  Institute  in  Brooklyn.  Early  on,  she  preferred  painting  in 
oils,  but  when  she  became  pregnant,  she 
realized  it  was  time  for  a  change. 

"I  was  working  in  a  confined  space  and  the 
fumes  were  just  horrible.  Then  a  friend  gave  me 
some  acrylics,  and  I  began  playing  with  them." 

About  the  same  time,  she  experienced  the 
death  of  someone  close.  That  experience,  along 
with  the  birth  of  her  child,  brought  new  images 
to  her  works  —  figurative  elements  and  floating 
objects,  often  eggs  and  casket  shapes. 

Her  work  further  evolved  when  she  moved 
to  Whitefish  two  years  ago.  Her  latest  work  is  a 
reflection  of  moving  from  the  East  Coast. 


As  one  reviewer  noted,  her  paintings  "tell  stories  in  a  whisper.  Her 
accounts,  veiled  in  thick  layers  of  impasto,  speak  of  direct  encounter 
with  the  medium  itself,  and  of  finding  forms  and  meanings  hidden 
deep  within  it.  Mysterious  spaces  inhabited  by  characters  coaxed  from 
the  painted  surface  are  as  inviting  as  they  are  forbidding,  like  corridors 
and  passageways  carved  into  the  bedrock  of  the  imagination." 

As  with  most  MAC  fellows  in  the  visual  arts  category  her  award 
money  went  to  the  purchase  of  "materials,  materials,  materials."

Riding  the  arts  lane  on  the  Information  Superhighway 


The  Council  recently  conducted  a  survey 
about  computer  communications  of  Montana 
artists  and  organizations  and  received  120  replies 
—  73  percent  from  organizations  and  27  percent 
from  artists.  While  almost  90  percent  of  the 
organizations  were  using  METNET  only  12 
percent  of  artists  were. 

While  the  greatest  number  of  respondents 
wanted  to  call  the  network  ARTSNET  other 
names  were  suggested.  These  included:  MAC 
Arts,  METNET  Meet,  MAC  Web,  Colloguim, 
ACONET,  Creative  Encounters,  Create, 
MontArts,  BIG  MAC,  ARTFORMT,  ARSNET, 
LYNEX,  ART  Span,  ArtBytes,  Big  Sky  Art, 
Montana  Arts  Connection,  ART4MT,  ART-ery, 
Art  con,  MacGallery  and  Instant  Replay. 

The  Council  will  use  this  information  to 
create  up  to  ten  categories  in  a  separate 
conference  for  the  arts  on  METNET. 

Survey  respondents  chose  the  following  ten 
items  as  most  important  items  for  the  on-line 
conference: 

•  an  orientation  to  the  conference 

•  an  opportunity  for  artists  and  organizations  to 
introduce  themselves  and  talk  about  their 
programs  and  artwork

Both  the  House  and 
Senate  have  passed 
the  final  conference 
committee  version  of 
Goals  2000:  Educate 
America  Act,  clearing 
the  way  for  the  bill  to 
be  signed  into  law  by 
the  President  Passage 
of  the  measure  was 
held  up  in  the  Senate 
for  several  days  by  the 
filibustering  of  Sen. 
Jesse  Helms,  who 
insisted  on  his  school 
prayer  provision.  The 
Senate  voted  to  end 
the  filibuster  late  on 
March  25  and  then 
passed  the  bill  before 
adjourning  for  spring 
recess. 

The  Goals  2000 
legislation,  which 
include  the  arts,  is 
designed  to  improve 
learning  and  teaching 
by  providing  a 
framework  for 
education  reform.  The 
U.S.  Department  of 
Education  and  the 
National  Endowment 
for  the  Arts  recently 
released  national 
education  standards 
for  the  arts. 

If  the  Goals  2000  bill 
had  not  passed  for 
enactment  by  April  1, 
money  appropriated 
for  the  new  program  in 
the  current  fiscal  year 
would  have  been  lost.
